According to its official newspaper, the Black 
Panther Party (BPP) was started during Docenber, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black people bo they can 
take control of the life, politics and tbo destiny of the 
black consiunity. It was organized by Bobby Seale, BPP 
Cbalrnan, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of Defense, 
Newton was scntonced In 1968 to serve 2 to 15 years after 
being convicted of icanslaughter In connection with the 
killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "^The Black panther,” 
which further describes itself as the *^Black Conaunlty 
News Service,” states that the BPP advocates the use of 
guns and guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program 
to end oppression of the black people. Residents of the 
black conaunlty are urged to arm themselves against the 
police who are consistently referred to in the publication 
as ”plgs” who should be killed. 


”The Black Panther” issue of September 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, ‘ 

George Mason Murray, which ends with the following: 

”Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture • Change, Freedom 
everywhere. Dynamite! Black Power, Bse the gun. Kill

Included In the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of ”The Black Panther” is 
the statement ”,,,we will not dissent from American 
Government, We will overthrow it.”

Another factor contributing to the possibility 
of violence on April 4, is the extensive antiwar activities 
scheduled in April with- the expected vandalism and other 
illegal activities. In such an atmosphere of lawlessness, 
together with the emotion involved in the anniversary of 
King’s death, racial activities involving similar illegal 
activities could result. 

In order that we will have sufficient information 
upon which an assessment of the possibilities of trouble 
can be made, we need information from each field office 
regarding the activities planned, the extremist influence 
and other data which might affect the violence potential.

Order 10927 and the implementing Manual. Because of this, agency 
officials and staff must not devote official time to the sale 
of, or other promotional activities concerning, tickets to the 
showing. In this regard it is not considered appropriate for 
an agency to use official property or services to aid in the advertise- 
ment of the tickets of any private group except those approved 
for fund raising under the Order and Manual. For example, an 
agency's official bulletin board should not be used to post notices 
of the showing and an agency's internal mail service should not 
Le used to distribute brochures. There would, however, be no 
objection to notices of the film being posted on "non-agency" 
boards such as those that have been allowed for employee welfare 
organizations, provided the organization consents to the posting. 

We feel it ent irely' proper to use. a "non-official" bulletin board 
for this purpose and we are confident that the organizations that 
control these boards will be cooperative. 


It is to be emphasized that we are concerned with the use of official 
time and official bulletin boards and services.. There is no pro- 
hibition against Federal employees or organizations thereof selling 
tickets to the showing on their ovm time or using their o\ 7 n resources, 
outside of official channels, to promote the event.

The FBI is not the only source of the facts about King s 
lackground. Information about his communist connections 
personal escapades is known by many Congressmen and Se^*^ s 
particularly those in leadership positions. 


It is significant that no such bills have been introduc d in 
the Senate. There, such legislation would go to the Judiciary Subc -m 
mittee on Federal Charters, Holidays and Celebrations. This is chaired 
by Senator Roman Hruska (R-Neb.) and the other member is Senator John 
L. McClellan (D-Ark. ). Both these Senators are fully aware of King's 
background and most certainly would never clear any legislation mailing 
King's birthday a holiday. Also, Senator James O. Eastland (D- Miss ), 
Chairman of the Senate Judiciary Committee, and Senator Hugh ScoU 
(R-Penn.), Minority Leader, are aware of King's backgro\md. 


These bills are purely political and chances of any action 
on them is virtually nil. We stand to gain nothing by gratuitously goino^ 
to Congressmen and Senators at this time to oppose legislation intrsduced 
as a political expedient.

A source has advised that the Republic of New Africa (RNA) 
Is an all-Negro organization founded in Detroit, Michigan, in 
March, 1968, Robert F. Williams, who was then residing in 
Peking, China, was named as its President-in-Exil© . Williams fled 
the United States in 1961 following issuance of a local warrant 
for his arrest on a charge of kidnapping growing out of a racial 
incident in Monroe, North Carolina, H© published and broadcast 
hate-type material in Cuba and China prior to his return to the 
United States in September, 1969, 

A second source has advised that the purpose of the 
RNA is to'ostablish an independent black nation within the 
United States, demanding the States of Alabama, Georgia, 

Louisiana, Mississippi, and South Carolina, in addition to $10,000.00 
per black citizen as payment for 400 years of ancestral slave 
labor. 


A third source advised on March 14, 1969, that an 
army of the RNA, known as the Black Legion, dedicated to black 
freedom and committed to the concept of systematic armed 
revolution, has been established. Black Legion members are 
expected to participate in military training and engage in firearms 
practice. The RNA plans to establish an underground Black Legion 
in addition to an aboveground Black Legion in order to avoid 
detection by the police. 


According to this source, Black Legion members, acting 
as bodyguards at a session of the Second National Convention of 
the RNA in Detroit, Michigan, on March 29, 1969, were involved 
in a shoot-out with members of the Detroit Police Department, 
which resulted in the killing of one policeman and the critical 
wounding of another.

"Let us go into the hall," he said. "1 want to 
tell you of an incident of Washington's life- 
one which no one alive knows of exc -st myself; 
and if you live, you will before long see it veri- 
fied. Mark the prediction, you will see it veri- 
fied. 

k "From the opening of the Revolution we ex- 
perienced all phases of fortune, now good and 
now ill, one time victorious and another con- 
quered The darkest period we had, 1 think, was 
when Washington after several reverses, retreat- 
ed to Valley Forge, where he resolved to pass 
the winter of 1777. Ah’ 1 have often seen the 
tears coursing down our dear commander’s care- 
worn cheeks, as he would be conversing with a 
confidential officer about the condition of hii 
poor soldiers. You have doubtless beard the 
story of Washington's going to the thicket to 
pray. Well, It was not only true, but he used 
often to pray in secret for aid and comfort. And 
God brought us safely through the darkest days 
of tribulation.

He remained in his quarters nearly all the after- 
noon. alone When he came out I noticed that 
his (ace was a shade paler than usual, and there 
seemed to be aomething on his mind of more 


than ordinary Importance. Returning just after 
dusk, he dispatched an orderly to the quarters 
of an officer, who was presently in attendance. 
After a preliminary conversation of about half 
an hour. Washington, gazing upon his companion 
with that strange look of dignity which he alone 
could command, said to the latter; 


An Uninvited Guest 

" 'I do not know whether it U owing to the 
anxiety of my mind, or what, but this afternoon, 
as 1 was sitting at this table engaged in prepar- 
ing a dispatch, something in the apartment 
teemed to disturb me. Looking up, 1 beheld 
standing opposite me a singularly beautiful be- 
ing. So astoniahed was 1, for I had given strict 
orders not to be disturbed that It was some mo- 
ments before 1 found language to Inquire the 
cause of the visiL A second, a third, and even 
a fourth time did 1 repeat my question, but re- 
ceived no answer from my mysterious visitor 
except a slight raising of the eyes. 

"By this bme t felt strange sensations spread- 
ing through me. I would have risen but the 
riveted gaze of the being before me rendered 
volition impossible. I assayed once more to 
apeak, but my tongue had become useless, as if 
paralyzed. A new Influence, mysterious, potent, 
irresutlble, took possession of me. Ail 1 coul^ 
do was to gaze iteadUy, vacantly at my un- 
known visitor. 

"Gradually the surrounding atmosphere seem- 
ed to fill wiih sensations, and grew luminous. 
Everything about me seemed to rarefy, the mys- 
terious visitor also becoming more airy and yet 
more distinct to my sight than before. 1 began 
to feel as one dying, or rather to experience 
the sensations which I have sometimes Imagined 
accompany death. I did not think. I did not 
reason, 1 did not move All were alike Impos- 
sible. 1 was only conscious of gazing fixedly, 
vacantly at my companion. 


Th« Revelation 

"Presently I heard a voice saying, 'Son of the 
Republic, look and learn,' while at the same 
time my visitor extended an arm eastward. I 
now beheld a heavy white vapor at some dis- 
tance rising fold upon fold. This gradually dis- 
sipated. and I looked upon a strange scene. Be- 
fore me lay, spread out in one vast plain, all 
the countries of the world— Europe, Asia. Africa 
and America. I saw rolling and tossing between 
Europe and America the billows of the Atlantic, 
and between Asia and America lay the Pacific. 
‘Son of the Republic,' said the same mysterious 
voice as before, ‘Jook ai^ learn.’ 


"At that moment 1 beheld a dark, shadowy 
being, like an angel, standing, or rather floating 
In mid-air, between Europe and America, Dip- 
ping water out of the ocean In the hollow of 
each hand, he sprinkled some upon America 
with hit right hand, while with his left he cast 
some over Europe.

"A third time I heard the mysterious voice 
saying, ‘Son of the Refaiblic. look and learn.' I 
cast my eyes upon America and beheld villages 
and towns and cities springing up one after an- 
other until the whole land from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific was dotted with them.

Reference is made to memorandum prepared at C3iarlotte« 
North Carolina, dated January 14, 1970, captioned as above. 


advised on January 15, 1970, that captioned 
paraae was neia as scheduled and involved approximately one 
hundred five Negroes and three Whites. The marchers carried 
signs with captions such as, "Black Power," "Freedom Now," 
and "Remember MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. Died for Freedom." There 
were less than ten adults in the parade and the remainder were 
high school age children and younger. 

The parade was under police escort and followed a 
predetermined course to the Pitt County courthouse. It was 
led by JESSE I£E DANIELS, Field Secretary, Pitt County Chapter 
of Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) . At the 
courthouse, the following individuals made brief speeches about 
injustices to Negroes in Greenville and the United States:

The person who filed the suit against the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration complained Bible 
read^g and prayers said during the Apollo 8 and Apollo 11 ■ 
missions violated constitutional provisions prohibiting 
establishment of a state religion. 

In his six'page decision the judge said prohibiting the 
astronauts from making these statements would hiivc been 
a violation of their own religious rights. \ 

The fact that the Apollo 8 astronauts climaxed \|Air 
technological triumph of circling the moon wlt»v-ac- 
knowledgement to the existence of our Judo-Chrlstiaiv^Kitr" 
demonstrates the basic belief common to the majoritW of 
mankind — a belief in a Supreme Being. It is more thhn a 
fortunate coincidence that this almost universal beli^ in 
God was noted upon a postage stamp. 

Regardless of religious or political persuasion, stai ips 
can be a means to bring nations and people together - to 
discuss not only their problems but also the aspirati)ns 
and the pleasures they hold in common. 

A few years ago Mexico and the United States issi led 
stamps of the same design on the 150th anniversary of 
Mexican Independence. A little more than a half a centi iry 
earlier the two nations were literally at each oth r's 
throats.

The two nations issued in 1965 
stamps with identical design marking the 400th/ an- 
niversary of the settlement of Florida.

The following was observed by Special Agents 
of the FBI at Birmingham, Alabama, on January 15, 1970: 

A march of approximately 353 persons, consist- 
ing of men, women and children, predominantly Negro, 
marched, beginning at 2:30 P.M, from the Metropolitan 
CME Church, 1600 Avenue K, Bnsley, Birmingham, to the 
First Baptist Church, 415 Avenue G, Pratt City, Birmingham, 
Alabama, arriving at the First Baptist Church in Pratt City 
at approximately 3:45 P.M. Birthday memorial services 
were held in the First Baptist Church, Pratt City, 
Birmingham, beginning at S:45 P.M. and estimated attendance 
was 455 persons. 

A program distributed to the marchers and those 
in attendance at the Memorial Service described the march 
and services as "Birthday Memorial Service Commemorating 
Dr. Martin L. Ming, Jr., sponsored by the Ensley-Pratt City 
Branch, NAACP." Sponsors were Reverend H. L« PARKER, 

Pastor of the First Baptist Church, Pratt City, and Reverend 
F. N. NIXON, President of the NAACP. The services were 
completed at 5:24 P.M., and no incidents were observed 
during either the march or the services.

The following was observed by a Special Agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation; 

On January 15, 1970, at 2:20 p.m. a group of 122 
persons composed of two white males, who are known in both 
the black and white communities, approximately 40 Juveniles 
and the rest being adult Negroes, marched once around the 
Square at Lexington, Mississippi, a predominately Negro county 
in north central Mississippi, in commemoration of the birthday 
of Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr. A few marchers carried 
pictures of King. One marcher carried a sign bearing the 
initials T. A, C., which stood for Tchula Attendance Center. 
Behind the Negro male carrying this sign were a group of 
teachers who had formerly taught at the Tchula Attendance 
Center prior to its being closed. 

No arrests or incidents took place as a result 
of the march. All of the marchers were well dressed, well 
mannered and the march was conducted in a most dignified 
fashion. 


After circling the Square, the marchers proceeded 
to the Lexington Attendance Center, where a memorial program 
was held. This program terminated at approximately 4; 30 p.m. 
En route to the Lexington Attendance Center the number of 
marchers Increased to 155.

We can 
hope that this investigation will continue. Unfortunately, the “champion”, ( ongressman Rooney, is not a Rarick 
but he has made a step in the right direction, and he deserves your letters of commendation and encouragement. 


THE SCOTT REPORT 
By Paul Scott 

Washington, June 16; Public airing of the FBI's recordings of 
private conversations Dr. Martin Luther King conducted with 
his protest advisers could go a long way toward changing the 
image of the slain civil rights leader. 

Summaries of the recordings, as revealed to members of a 
House Appropriation Subcommittee, headed by Representa- 
tive John J. Rooney (D. N.Y.), clearly indicate that King was 
in direct contact with one of the most tTifluential communists 
in the U.S. 

With leads obtained from their electronic cavesdroppirtg, the 
FBI was able to confirm that this Kremlin agent, whose in- 
fiuence extended into the higjicst ranks of the Communist Par- 
ty, USA, was one of King's ghost writers and chief adviscrs.on 
protest strategy. 

In addition to the evidence gained from the King recordings, 
the FBI succeeded in taking several photographs of titc civil 
rights leader meeting with this covert communist operator at 
one of the major U S. airports. 

King, whose assassination in Memphis. Tenn.. in April, 1%K, 
is still carried as an “open investigation” by the FBI. was first 
put under government surveillance in 1^61 when the late Rob- 
ert Kennedy was Attorney General. 

Althougfi Kennedy after leaving the Justice Department de- 
nied any knowledge of King’s surveillance. FBI and Justice l>c- 
partment records show he authorized the inquiry during a con- 
ference attended by FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, then Dep- 
uty Attorney General Nicholas de Katzenbach, and another 
high-ranking FBI aide. 

The surveillance of King, now under fire by several large 
East Coast newspapers, was the outgrowth of information that 
the FBI agents obtained during its investigation of another 
national security case. 

When King’s name was mentioned several times by one of 
the persons under surveillance in the case, it was decided that 
the civU rights leader should be placed under close observa- 
tion. 

The FBI inquiry, which continued for several years, involved 
King’s trips to Sweden and East Germany as well as his prepa- 
rations to lead the so<aIled “Poor Army Campaign” to dis- 
nipt Washington. 

FOR THE RECORD — These and other stBl secret details 
of King’s activities were revealed by FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover to members of the Rooney subcommittee shortly be- 
fore the civil rights leader was slain. 

Deeply concerned about King's plans to disrupt Washington, 
the legislators had requested the briefings so they would be pre- 
pared to blunt his assault on Congress sliould that become 
necessary. 

So alarming was the FBI’s data on King that the lawmakers./ 


took the extraordinary step of briefing House Speaker John 
McCormack. This information along with other material fur- i 
nished by the FBI caused McCormack to make extensive prep- 
arations. including the alerting of military units, to defend the ^ 
Capitol against King's plans to cause massive disruption. 

The House Democratic leaders, all strong supporters of the 
late President Kennedy, were reputedly shocked at the gutter- 
type language King used in private conversation.s about the 
laic President. 

Other recordings in the FBI files dealt extensively witli his 
private lilc. acco^dmg to the legislators, and showed that there 
were two Kings one the public knew and the othci known 
only to his closest friends and the FBI. 

Although no government agency or commission has made a 
study of King’s long-range strategy of Protest, there isenou|di • i 
evidence in the files of the FBI to show that King’s goal was to 
create a mass protest movement. With the movement. King and 
his advisers hoped to force a radical change in tiiis country’s 
lorm of government. 

King's leadership task was to give tlie over-all movement 
“motion” and an acceptable “image” that would attract mill- 
ions oi negroes, young people, tlie poor, clergy, and those dis- 
encliantcd with tlic Vietnam war. 

Mis tactics in changing his protest leadership from one of 
civil riglits to anti-war, anti-poverty, and anti-government dur- 
ing the closing days of his life were part of this grand strategy. 

MORI- TO COME - Whether most of these FBI recordings, 
since many of them deal with national security cases still under 
investigation, will ever be revealed by the Nixon Administra- 
tion is conjectural. 

Should supporters of King, however, pump new life into 
the stalled drive in Congress to create a national holiday honor- 
ing him, demands could become forth-coming from anti-King 
legislators that Hoover be called to testify. If that occurs, the 
“Marlin Luther King tapes” coult^ become big news. 

For now, the only public confirmation of tlie King record- 
ings comes from Houston Fedcril Judge Joe Ingraham’s hear- 
ing involvmg the casc-of former heavyweiglu boxing champion 
Cassius Clay. 

Testimony by FBI agents in the Houston hearing revealed 
that conversations of King and Clay were recorded. In one in* | 
stance. Judge Ingraham proncainced it a matter of national se- 
curity and refused to let it be made public. f 

Qay, convicted of draft dod^ng in June, 1967, and sen- 
tenced to five years in prison, is appealing his conviction. The 
U.S. Supreme Court ordered Ingraham to hold a hearing to see 
whether illegal wiretaps testimony was used to convict Clay. 

Both the movement to mark King’s birthday as a national 
holiday and the Houston court hearing clearly indicate that the 
final chapter in the Martin King story is yet to be written.

TWENTY-FIVE BANKERS — the largest in the nation 
were asked to hoid the line on interest rates by Treasury 
Secretary David M. Kennedy on July 27. 

However, no promises were made , and smalt businessmen 
Aave begun fo worry since last month's 8H% historic im 
crease on tending interest . 

Chairman Wr*ght Patman (D., Texas) of the Mouse Bank- 
ing Committee, called on Nixon to decide whether the 
Secretary should be rentoved from office.

*The Secretary had the 25 largest bankers in the room for 
2% hours and he could not bring himself to speak up for 
the American public and ask for a roll back in interest rates.

DELLiNGER: 'THE MAN IN RED" 
at PARIS TALKS 

NEW LEFT LEADER David Dellinger's representing the 
United Stat^ of A,merica in prisoner .negotiation ¥ifhh ^ 
■ North Vietnamese in Paris , has shocked Americans, and 
utterly shaken members' of Congress faith in Secretary of 
State. William P. Rogers. 

Members of House Committee on internal Security . 
under the prodding of Representative Albert Watson (R„ S. 
CJ, demanded "an explanation of this sordid and unbeliev- 
able episode". 


Representative Watson wrote to Rogers: "As a member of 
the House Committee on Internal Security, I have had an 
opportunity to question Dellinger at length ... He is 
dedicated to ^ overthrow of United States Govern- 
ment ... By his own admission, the radical brand of com- 
munism is appealing to him. To even entertain the idea of 
allowing David Oeliinger to in any way, officially or un- 
officially, represent the United States is one of the most 
preposterous schemes I've heard in mv over twenty years of 
public service." 

Dellinger was under indictment for his criminal acts In 
inciting a riot, violation of Title 18. Section 2101 of the 
United States Code, at the time he represented the United 
States. 

ANTI-SEMITISM AT ALL TIME HIGH 
IN THE U.S. 

ANTI-SEMITISM IS AT ALL TIME HIGH in the United 
States, according to the Jewish Times . 

Boris SmoJar, a columnist in the Times. rK>ted that many 
white Christians and Negroes openly and strongly are anti- 
Jewish. 

"It fanti-semitism) is beginning to show signs of becoming 
an acceptable subject after failing into disrepute for more 
than a quarter of a century", he said. 

The National Jewish Community Relations Advisory 
Council blamed the new open feeling against Jews on Arab 
propaganda in this country. 

The N.C.R.A.C. predicted the expansion of anti- 
Jewid t propaganda in "every sphere of American public 
life, irKluding campuses, churches, church organizations, 
the mass media and public forums". 

According to the NEC's study on this problem we have 
four>d only one Aj-ab organization which puts out much 
anti-Jewish propaganda, ar>d that is only on the Israeli 
question. This organization is the Arab Palestirw Delegation 
to the U.N. 

According to our study the growing anti-semttic feeling 
has several causes: 

(1) Israeli aggression against the Arabs, in spite of mas^ve 
propaganda by the powerful Jewld^owned press and tele- 
vision for lml's seizure of Arab lands . Americans feel that 
isreel under the protection of the U.S. has been e wer- 
monger of the worst type, and that American JmM .are 
aiding and abetting what is even against the best interests 
of United States . 

(2) Many libera! and left-wing groups such as The Anti- 
Defamation League. Civil Liberties Union, Lawyers Guild, 
League for IrKhistriai Democracy, American Lea^je for 
Peace and Democracy, American Committee for Protection 
of Foreign Bom, /^nerican Peace Crusade. Americans for 


TAXPAYERS REVOLT COMING 


Dernocritic Action are composed largely of Jews. 

Revolutionary groups of the Nevw Left as S.D.S. are re- 
ported to be one-half to two-thirds Jewish. The average 
American feels that many of these organizations are led by 
Jews. 

(3) Jewish owned newspapers, magazines, T.V., and movies, 
and Jewish writers, book authors, and motion picture pro- 
ducers, often support or are identified with pornography.

JAVIT5 AND 23 OTHERS PRO^^OMMUNIST 
BY VOTING RECORD

comfort to the enemy " in the 90th Congress .

34 minutes of his 8-hour working day to pay his federal , 
state and local taxes - the largest single item In the budget. 

Housing costs him 1 hour; food and tobacco, 56 minutes; 
transportation, 40 minutes; clothing, 25 minutes; medical 
bills 21 minutes; recreation 18 minutes; all others, 1 hour 
and 46 minutes. 

Meanwhile the value of the dollar sinks lower and lower, 
and the tax reform is /ust ^Ik. Taxing bodies refuse to cut 
back their expenditures to combat inflation and bolster the 
economy . Few (k>ngressmen listen to their taxpayers' 
laments. Alt that spending-money for bigger and bigger 
government is too tempting. 

Martin A. Larson , in his book, "The Great Tax Fraud ," 
calls the income tax "An empire of injustice ". 

Under the schedule of fiscal 1969, the levy upon personal 
incomes reaches 49.% at $16,000, 68.2% at $60,000 and 
77% at $100.000. 

Mr. (jarson, who pointed out the loopholes and the 
ineciuities of tax. says; "if ten principal types of legal tax 
avoidance were abolished, the National Treasury would 
have $20 billion more annually, even while excusing 80% of 
a// our people from all direct federal taxation . 

Larson demonstrates that honesty with the Internal 
Revenue Service is almost certain to plunge an independent 
business man into ruin. 

Tax lawyers' latest clients are just plain taxpayers wpam 
izing into corporations to fight the unfair tax.

On June "57 on the House floor. Rep. Robert A. Liggitt, 


I eulogized King , "as a leader in fight against common - 


Throughout the United States efforts are being made w 
make King look like a saint . More has been done to make 
King a rrwrtyr than has been done to save the Rosenbergs or 
any other communist sympathizer. 

Even before his death. Corvgressmen knew the score about 
King. They were saying: 

'They've got to kill him. Everybody knows too much 
about King. You can't have a tarnished hero, but you could 
have a tarni^>ed martyr".

‘*The r 31 inquiry, which continued for several years, 
involved King's trips to Sweden and East Germany as 
well as his preparations to leal the so-called ‘Poor 
Army Campaign* to disrupt Washington. 

“These and other still secret details of King’s 
activities were revealed by FBI Director J, Edgar 
Jlcover to members of the Rconcy subcommittee 
shortly before the civil riglits leader was slain. 

“So alarming w-as the FBI’s data on King that the 
hiw tnakers took the extrnouijno'y step of briefing 
lloMse Speaker John McCorniack . This information 
along with other material furnislied by the FBI 
caused McCormack to make extensive preparations, 
including liic aicrling of military units, to defend the 
Capitol against King’s plans to cause massive disrup- 
tion.

Tl)e storm that has developed, however, is not over 
(j)c fact iiiui Kiiig iia^ been iwcakd as a tin eat to our 
national security (which was pretty obvious even 
without FBI tapes); the furore has arisen because the 
FBI dared to look behind King’s false front. The 
image-makers don’t like to have their work disturbed 
and they arc therefore demanding to know who was 
responsible for tins dastardy deed and was it LEGAL? 

It was ail right for King to deliberately do ILLEGAL 
things, obeying only the laws he approved of, but 
action against King must be strictly LEGAL.

“Other sources who held Itigh positions in the 
Justice Department under Kennedy said the Attorney 
General approved the tap on Dr. King only after 
the FBI had urged him to ‘over and ever again’ for 
two years because the FBI believed Dr. King was 
either a communist or a tool of the CommunUi Party. 

“During Kennedy’s first two weeks as Attorney 
General in early 1961, the other sources said, the FBI 
came to Kennedy aiid said that Di. King was deeply 
involved with two members of the Communist 
Party.** 

The main dispute seems to be over the question of 
who was worried about King’s Marxist leanings and 
connections. According to the WASHINGTON STAR 
of June 19, 1969: 

“Hoover said the FBI has a memorandum in its files 
from (Courtenay) Evans to Hoover, dated in June, 
1963. Evans reported that Kennedy said he was 
concerned about allegations that King was a student 
and believer in Marxism. Evans reported in the memo 
to the FBI director, Hoover said, that the attorney 
general was alanned by alleged associations between 
King and a New Yorker with Marxist connections. 
Kennedy asked Evans, the memorandum said, 
whether it would be feasible to install electronic 
devices to monitor King’s conversations in an effort 
to discover the extent of a possible threat to national 
security.” 

It certainly would seem very two-faced for Bobby 
Kennedy to have publicly been Kings's buddy while 
tapping his phones behind his back. It might even 
interfere with portions of the Kennedy Legend. 
However, the inf^ormation gleaned by the FBI did not 
seem to upset Bobby a bit and he continued to 
cooperate with King. He must have seen things as 
they were and said.

The danger about all the uproar over who 
authorized, the wiretapping and was it LEGAL is that 
the end result could be the destruction of the tapes 
with their vital information.

Mrs. King*s treatment of the incidents contained in 
the book must be read as that of a vife vriting about her dead 
husband and about her impressions concerning his activities— 
a widow* s epitaph.

This selfless, magnanimous, decorous attitude is belied 
by Mrs. King’s actual shrewd, cal culatingj_l^sinesslike activities.

On page 227 she mentioned that when King was in jail 
in Birmingham, Alabama, in April, 1963, she feared he was being 
held incommunicado. After trying to reach President Kennedy, 
he called her back and told her •'We sent the FBI into Birmingham 
last night. We checked on your husband and he is alright.** At 
the request of Assistant Attorney General Burke Marshall the 
Bureau did interview the chief of police in Birmingham on 4/14/63 
who said King was in good health and was not being held incommunicado 
In fact he had conferred with four attorneys on 4/13/69. 

On page 247 she mentioned that the FBI had found the 
bodies of the three civil workers slain in Philadelphia, Mississippi.

Mentions of FBI 


The author mentions the FBI on pages 103, 124, 137, 

200, 220, and 279. All of these references except that on 
page 200, are not derogatory, describing the FBI's arrests of 
nine white men after an attack on Freedom Riders in Anniston, 
Alabama; a phone call to Mrs. King by President Kennedy telling 
her the FBI had been to see King in Birmingham in April, 1963, 
and telling her he was all right; the quick FBI apprehension of 
four Klansmen after the murder of Mrs. Viola Liuzzo; and the 
FBI's action in searching for James Earl Ray after King's murder. 
The only derogatory mention of the Bureau is on page 200 which 
deals with the Director calling King "the most notorious liar in 
the country," because King had been telling civil rights workers 
in Albany, Georgia, not to report racial incidents to the FBI 
because they were Southerners and would take no action. The author 
termed this "patently absurd," and he said the Director had never 
been a champion of civil rights or liberties.
